The disclosure came in a 
cryptic announcement from the 
Egyptian embassy. 

The embassy spokesman gave 
no details and would not com- 
ment on the possibility that a 
formal proposal along the same 
lines might be placed before 
the 22-mation Suez conference 
through one of the pro-Egyptian 
delegations. 

The conference finally was 
forced into another day by In- 
G:an delegate V. K. Krishna 
Menon’'s insistence that he 
needed time to receive instruc- 
tions from his government. 


Soviet Support. 

Russia joined in the stalling 
tactics, leading observers to be- 
lieve they were filibustering 
deliberately to give Egypt time 
to prepare in advance a counter 
proposal to the Western plan 
for internationalizing the canal. 

Eighteen nations had given 
approval to the Western plan 
and only one technical’ matter 
remained to be settled before 
the conference could end. This 
was the picking of a committee 
to present the results of the 
conference to Egyptian Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser. 

Menon demanded time to con- 
sult New Delhi.

RECORDS, OFTEN | 
LOST, FOUND AGAIN 


Court records of the historic 
Dred Scott case which have 
been lost and found repeatedly 
in the last 20 years were found 
again yesterday in the files of 
the Missouri Supreme Court, 
thanks to the persistence of a 


University City high school 
teacher. 
Walter Ehrlich, teacher in 


government and history, used 
the records nine years ago in 
writing his master’s thesis on 
the history of the case, which 
began here in 1846 when Scott, 
a Negro slave, sought a court 
decision that a trip he had 
made with his master into free 
territory had emancipated him. 
Scott lost the decision and the 
United States Supreme Court, 
to which he appealed, held he 
was a slave, not a citizen, and | 
therefore could not appeal to 
the courts at all. 

Several years ago, Ehrlich 
decided to publish his thesis 
and sought another look at the 
records for some additional 
supporting data. The records 
were missing. There followed 
repeated searches by the teach- 
er in the basement of the State * 
Supreme Court building at Jef- 
ferson City over the next two 
years but it was not until yes- 
terday that the misplaced 
papers turned up

VESSEL ANCHORS 
AT ATLANTIC’S 
DEEPEST SPOT

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22— 
The National Geographic So- 
ciety announced here yesterday 
that the famed research ship 
Calypso had anchored success- 
fully early this month in one of 
the deepest places in the At- 
lantic ocean. This is the Ro- | 
manche trench midway between 
Africa and South America. 

Using a nylon rope less than 
half an inch in diameter, Capt. 
Jacques-Yves Cousteau an- 
chored the Calypso in water 
24,600 feet, or more than four 
and one-half miles, deep. The 
line held the 142-foot former 
American minesweeper steady 
with no drifting 

With an eveh smaller nylon 
cable less than a quarter of an 
inch thick, specially designed 
cameras were lowered to the 
bottom of the trench. The cam-

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 22 
(UP) — Republican leaders in 
conferences with President Eis- 
enhower today nailed down the 
final arrangements for renom- 
ination of an Eisenhower-Nixon 
the Republican na- 
tional convention before sun- 
down. 

Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, who was called away 
from the convention by the ill-- 
ness of his father, has been as- 
sured of nomination even before 
Harold E, Stassen gave up his 


efforts to get someone else nom- | 


inated as Mr. Eisenhower's run- 
ning mate. Etassen dogged hope 
that the President would pull 


the plug on Nixon at the last 
minute was dashed last night 
with word from White House 
Press Secretary James C. Ha- 
gerty that the President had 
not changed his previously 
stated position and still would 
be happy to have Nixon on his 
ticket again. 

his was confirmed again by 
National Chairman Leonard W. 
Hall, who came away from a 
breakfast conference with the 
President, with the declaration 
that he was confident the ticket 
would be “Ike and Dick.” 

Nixon was estimated to com- 
mand more than 1100 of the 
convention's 1325 votes. 

Victory Fever Mounts. 

Meanwhile, the victory fever 
that seized the delegates on Mr. 
Eisenhower's arrival 
Washington mounted today as 
the hour approached for the 
nominating session. 

Starting hour of the session 
was 3:30 p.m. (5:30 St. Louis 
time). Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York, a two-time loser 
for the Presidency, had the 
task of warming up the dele- 
gates with a speech before they 
began voting for the renomina- 
tion of their first winning 
ticket in 24 years. 

Representative Charles A 
Halleck of Indiana, former 
House Republican floor leader, 
will place Mr. Eisenhower's 
name in nomination. There will 
be eight seconding speeches. 

A convention rule, adopted 
yesterday, bars renomination by 
acclamation. It says: “In mak- 
ing the nominations for Presi- 
dent and Vice President and 
voting thereon, in no case shall 
the call of the roll be dispensed 
with.” 

It would be possible to sus- 
pend the rules, by vote of two- 
thirds of the delegates. But ap- 
parently the rules change was 
made to make sure that the 
roll call of all the states and 
territories would be completed. 


Hagerty said Mr. Eisenhower 
did not plan to visit the conven- 
tion hall today, but would save 
his climactic appearance before 
the delegates for tomorrow 
evening when he delivers his 
acceptance speech.

Their genius provided 
safeguards for their preserva- 
tion. Our forefathers established 
the principles of freedom s0 
firmly that despite occasional 
stumblings, this republic has 
had a longer life, and a pros- 
perity for its people unmatched 
by any other nation in history. 

That turning of the pages of 
history was the fulfillment of 
God’s purpose that the mind, 
spirit and enterprise of men 
should be free. It gave courage 
and hope not alone to our peo- 
rple. It lighted an illuminating 
flame to guide all the waiting 
and anxious men and women of 
the earth. * 

Not so many decades ago 
these dynamic ideas of free men 
were on the march over most 
ofthe entire world.

A Bipartisan Job 


As civil rights constituted the one issue over 
which there was dispute in the Democratic 
platform so the civil rights section is the one 
part of the Republican platform that is at- 
tracting most attention. . Actually there is a 
good deal of resemblance between the Chicago 
and San Francisco planks. 

Both are on the moderate side. Both were 
written so the Southern delegates could and 
would go along. As the Democratic party is far 
stronger in the South than the Republican party, 
the Democrats had much more accommodating 
to do. The real wonder is that the G.O.P. plank, 
written under the direction of Senator Dirksen 
of Illinois, does not go further. 

The Republican plank begins with praise for 
“an impressive record of accomplishments” 
which, it says, in the area of exclusive federal 
jurisdiction is greater “than in any similar 
period in the last 80 years.” 

The G.O.P. statement then cites “the many 
Negroes appointed to high public positions, the 
ending of segregation in the District of Colum- 
bia government and in the capital's schools, 
restaurants, theaters and playgrounds.” It 
also refers to the elimination of racial discrimi- 
nation in the active armed forces and in vet- 
erans’ hospitals. Finally it hails the progress 
against segregation in interstate commerce. 

It is fair to call the Republican plank somewhat 
“stronger” than the Democratic on the subject 
of the Supreme Court decision against school 
segregation. In addition to recognizing the Con- 
stitution as the “law of the land,” as the Demo- 
crats did, the Republicans explicitly “accept” 
the school decision and explicitly concur in the 
Court’s conclusion that desegregation should be 
accomplished with “all deliberate speed.” 

As for the other Republican claims on civil 
rights, they are generally fair as far as they go. 
But they studiously take no notice of all that 
was done in this field in the 20 years of the 
Roosevelt and Truman administrations. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt elevated Judge William H. Hastie 
to the United States Court of Appeals at Phila- 
delphia, a higher post than any to which a Negro 
has ascended through appointment by President 
Eisenhower. 

By far the most far-reaching study of civil 
rights ever made by a federal commission was 
set in motion by President Truman. The im- 
portant consequences of that historic White 
House study, under the chairmanship of Gen- 
eral Electric's Charles E. Wilson, continue to 
this day. 

So it is with desegregation steps generally. 
For example, desegregation in the armed forces, 
begun in preceding Democratic administrations, 
has been extended in the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration. The plain truth is that members of 
both parties have helped advance the cause of 
civil rights over the years. Whatever the plat- 
forms may claim, here is a field:in which bi- 
partisanship has been at work.

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Only a Beginning 

If it has accomplished nothing else, the Lon- 
don conference on the Suez problem has meas- 
urably reduced the danger of military action and 
possible war. Tempers have cooled; the dispo- 
sition to negotiate appears to be strengthened. 

Whether the will to seek a peaceful solution 
can withstand another period of tension, how- 
ever, is not so certain. The crisis atmosphere 
may be renewed if compromise becomes impos- 
sible between supporters of two rival plans for 
operation of the canal. 


Secretary of State Dulles has proposed an in- 
ternational board to operate the canal, with 
Egyptian participation. V. K. Krishna Menon of 
India suggests full Egyptian control through a 
Suez corporation, with an international body to 
act in purely advisory capacity. The Indian 
representative warns that Egypt will reject the 
Western plan. 

In the event of rejéction, the basic factors 
would remain what they were immediately after 
Egypt nationalized the canal. One of those 
factors is that Britain and France would have 
very little moral justification for seizing the 
canal by military force so long as shipping was 
not interfered with. On the basis of Nasser’s 
record the West might well expect future inter- 
ference of some sort, whether by exorbitant 
tolls or otherwise. But so long as Nasser keeps 
his pledge to maintain a free canal and to 
compensate the owners of the nationalized prop- 
erty, a military seizure cannot be justified. The 
big issue is not who owns the canal but how 
it is operated. 

This means that every effort must be devoted 
to finding a bridge between the Western desire 


for full international control and the Egyptian - 


demand for national ownership. If the two view- 
points are to be reconciled it can be done only 
by negotiation with the Egyptians on the other 
side of the table. As Mr. Dulles said, urging the 
moderate course which has won praise in sec- 
tions of the British press, “This is not a con- 
ference through which to deliver any kind of 
ultimatum to Egypt.” 

Implicit in any such negotiations would be an 
understanding that the West would be willing 
ultimately to settle for something less than the 
outright international-control plan. Dispatches 
indicate that the West might be ready, in the 
end, to accept Egyptian operation of the canal 
on condition that Egypt agree to a revised treaty 
guaranteeing its unfettered international use,

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Mr. Hoover’s 1956 Farewell 

Without reducing in any way their capacity to 
“like Ike,” the delegates to the Republican na- 
tional convefition also like Herbert Hoover. 
Ruddy and quite well-preserved at 82, the man 
who was President from 1929 to 1933 stood 
smiling faintly on the rostrum while the most 
enthusiastic demonstration up to that time 
danced by in front of him. The ex-President 
enjoyed the merry-making in his reserved way, 
while the delegates did everything but sing 
“happy birthday”"—and that would have been 
inappropriate only by some 11 days. 

It was Mr, Hoover's third farewell convention 
address, as he himself pointed out. Four years 
ago he told the 1952 convention in Chicago that 
they were hearing him for the last time. Now 
he still would have a long way to go, he quipped, 
if he equaled the record of “the great singer 
of yesteryear, Madame Adelina Patti, who came 
to America six times to make farewell appear- 
ances.” He might also have recalled the divine 
Sarah Bernhardt who made her share of fare- 
wells over the American footlights. 

Mr. Hoover's speech was pretty much the 
same one he has been giving all these years. 
He is unalterably against “Communism, Fascism, 
atheism, aggressive nationalism, centralization of 
government and that veiled sister of Commu- 
nism, legalistic socialism.” He apparently finds 
them all equally abhorrent including the own- 
ership of water or electric plants by cities and 
towns—a widely accepted form of “socialism” 
in the United States. 

In giving his more or less standard speech 
Mr. Hoover added a new section which com- 
mended the Democratic party “for many times 
in its long history having served freedom to the 
full.” He also paid tribute to those Democrats 
who “have given their support to the President.” 
He jibed at the opposition party on its belated 
“protective tariff” plank at Chicago. And he 
proposed that the Republicans issue a new “‘dec- 
laration of principles of American life” in the 
form of a “forceful annex” to the Constitution. 

But it did not make too much difference what 
Mr. Hoover was saying. The delegates just 
liked him and he liked them. He was the 
G.O.P.’s only ex-President up there taking the 
plaudits. And outside the Cow. Palace the 
California sun was shining through. 
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Air Collisions and Inertia 

A Cornell University research team has gone 
to the heart of the aviation safety problem with 
just two points. 

One is the “critical” need for complete air 
traffic control. Air tr#ffic control is certainly 
not complete now, as last June's tragic Grand 
Canyon collision proved. In that case, ground 
control points knew a half-hour In advance of 
the collision that the two airliners were head- 
ing toward the same point. 

Nothing was done about it because, a Civil 
Aeronautics Board official said, ground control 
affected only federally-prescribed airlanes. In 
short, if a plane is off these narrow highways 
of the air, it cannot depend on traffic control 
protection. 

Secondly, the survey of the Daniel and Flor- 
ence Guggenheim Aviation Safety Center re- 
veals appalling inertia and lack of research in 
this field. The cost of enlarging traffic control 
and developing new safety devices may be enor- 
mous. But the growth of air traffic is equally 
enormous and “near-misses” in the airlanes are 
“being reported daily.” 

The public might expect the airlines and avi- 
ation industry as well as government to meet 
the challenge. Inertia is a force which has to be 
overcome in the air and in aviation safety. 
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Double for Missouri Roads 


Among figures on “what it takes to run an 

automobile,” Missouri might well include the 
$1,250,000,000 which the state estimates it will 
spend on good roads in the next 13” years. Natu- 
rally most of this money will come from the 
Federal Government's big new road program. 
, Missouri has been spending its own and fed- 
eral road funds at an average of about 55 mil- 
lions a year. In the next 13 years, however, this 
will increase to an average of about 100 millions 
annually. It will increase slowly at first, and 
gain momentum as the federal program gets into 
full swing. 

Next year, for example, Missouri will receive 
total federal funds of $30,600,000. But in 1959 
these funds will amount to $78,500,000, and the 
total for the three-year period will be more than 
178 millions. 

Where will the money go? Some 127 millions, 
or about 72 per cent of the federal funds, will 
go to the interstate system. This means that 
Highways 40 and 66 west of St. Louis, 61 to 
the south, and 69 and 275 north of Kansas City, 
will be turned for the most part into four-lane, 
limited access routes with easy grades. The 
state’s primary system will receive 24 millions 
or about 14 per cent, with lesser amounts going 
to secondary and urban roads. 

Missouri has been one of the few states which 
have known exactly where they were going with 
better roads. Now it can go farther.

What delegate to the San Francisco 
convention knows when the Republi- 
cans were boasting that they had a 
“mustang colt” that could whip the 
Democrats’ “old gray hoss?” 


Or when the Democratic candidate 
for President was being quoted as hav- 
ing averred that 10 cents a day was 
adequate pay for mechanics? 


The mustang colt was Col. John C. 
Fremont, the Pathfinder of the Rockies, 
the first Republican nominee for Presi- 
dent, selected by 
the first Republi- 
can national con- 
vention, meeting in 
Philadelphia in 
1856, just a cen- 
tury ago. And the 
old gray hoss was 
the Pennsylvania 
Democrat, James C. 
Buchanan, “Old Buck,” whose oppo- 


apents also quoted him as declaring, al- 


most 40 years earlier, that “if he had 
one drop of Democratic blood in his 
veins he would open them and let it 
pour out.” 


How have the times changed in the 
100 years of the Republican party? 
Well, the first Republicans were the 
champions not only of abolition but 
also of “free” labor. And according to 
Malcolm Moos in “The Republicans, a 
History of Their Party,” the “manufac- 
turers and business men became seri- 
ously alarmed at the prospect of se- 
cession” and threw their support to the 
Democrat, Buchanan, “in great force.” 


The Republicans were an aggrega- 
tion of Free Soilers, abolitionists, 
Northern Whigs, Western farmers and 
Eastern financiers. Their first candi- 
date, Fremont, had been a Democrat 
and the first Senator from California. 
But he had not been a Democrat “to 
such a prominent extent as to arouse 
enmity from former members of other 
parties,” according to William Starr 


Myers in 
History.” 


His choice was a compromise. Ger- 
man-American elements, then looming 
large because of their recent immigra- 
tion, were strongly in favor of Fre- 
mont. But inasmuch as it was claimed 
that he “had no political antecedents,” 
he was not obnoxious to the anti-for- 
eign Know-Nothings. 


And he was a colorful candidate. In 
Moos’s words: “He had eloped with 
the daughter of Senator Thomas Hart 
Benton of Missouri, explored the crag- 
gy summits of the Rockies, and by 1850 
he was a national idol.” 


In deference to Fremont, it is ap- 
propriate that this year’s Republican 
convention should be held in San Fran- 
cisco. But the likeness that television 
viewers see—with that of President Eis- 
enhower—is not that of Fremont but of 
Abraham Lincoln. In that 1856 con- 
vention, Lincoln, fortunately for him- 
self and for the nation, was an also-ran. 


In an informal ballot taken on the 
candidate for Vice President, William 
L. Dayton of New Jersey received 259 
votes; Lincoln only 110, with 13 other 
candidates getting scattered support. 
Dayton then was unanimously nomi- 
nated. Fremont and eventually Dayton 
were later made the candidates also of 
the North American party. 

“Like all subsequent conventions,” 
Moos reports, “the first Republican 
meeting to nominate a presidential 
ticket closed gently amidst . . the 
eager expectancy of victory among 
those who had triumphed.” ~ 

But Buchanan was to win the elec- 
tion easily. While the Democrats car- 
ried five of the 16 free states, the Re- 
publicans developed no strength south 
of the Mason-Dixon line. Nation-wide, 
they won 33 per cent of the popular 
vote, but in the South their popular 
core in the aggregate, fell short of

Perhaps it takes the eloquence and 
majesty of a singer like Walt Whitman 
to render a song of America without 
lapsing into unabashed flag-waving. 
Certainly most native-born Americans 
cannot love their country with the rev- 
erence of George Mardikian, but they 
can be made to realize its wonder with- 
out being chauvinistically clubbed with 
exclamatory sentences and the ubiqui- 
tous word “wonderful.” 

Mardikian’s goodness and sincerity 
are unmistakably evident; and if his 
praise is too blatant it is not because 
his reasons for giving praise are in- 
adequate. 


Aided by American relief agencies 
to escape Turkish tyranny in his native 
Armenia, he came to the United States 
—he celebrates the day he took a 
shower at Ellis Island as his birthday— 
and pursued an ambition to become 
100 per cent Americanized. 

Mardikian learned to cook and toured 
the world, collecting the finest Ar- 
menian and Near Eastern recipes. He 
started his first restaurant in Fresno, 
Calif., during the depression and was 
later able to open “Omar Khayyam’s” 
in San Francisco on the very spot where 
he had once been a dishwasher. Soon 
he was famous for his shish kebab and 
rice pilaff. 


Mardikian worked hard and long for 
the United States war effort, aided 
refugee children and led a drive to fi- 
mance the rescue and resettlement of 
thousands of Armenians from European 
D.P. camps. The lesson for American 
leadership is not in stockpiling weapons, 
but mainly in giving from the heart to 
the unfortunates of the world. 


He was chiefly responsible for recent 
reforms in Army mess halls: tearing 
down VD signs and pinups and taste- 
fully decorating them, making tasty 
dishes out of unappetizing ingredients, 
trying for eye appeal in food and giving 
cooks pride in their work with special 
uniforms, promotions and other incen- 
tives. Best remembered will be his in- . 
genuity in combining insipid Cream of 
Wheat (shipped by the ton without 
cream or sugar to starving Armenians 
after World War I) with pine nuts and 
honey syrup to make imrig halwa.

The yield on marketable Government secur- 
ities has been rising, too, althqugh not as fast 
as on the top grade corporate issues. 

Sem Dawses Yields on stocks, ©n the other hand, have 
been shrinking in recent weeks. Bond dealers say the spread 
between the average yield on stocks and the bond average is 
now down to 33-100 of 1 per cent. 

YIELD IS THE MEASURE OF THE RETURN in dividends 
or interest on the money paid for a stock or a bond. The yield 
on many common stocks has fallen because the price has risen 
faster than the dividend raté, The yield on bonds has been 
rising because the price of bonds has fallen below par value, 
while the interest payment remains. fixed. Brokers say that 
one reason the price of Government securities has been slidin 
in recent weeks is that the banks have been selling their hol 
ings to get funds to lend to business at interest rates consider- 
ably higher than bonds pay. Now the price of marketable 
Government securities has slipped far enough below par to 
make banks hesitate to sell their securities at a loss—while 
little twist to the tight money screw. 

UNITED STATES SAVINGS BONDS AREN’T AFFECTED 
by the weakness in the bond market directly. They cannot be 
marketed, their redemption price is fixed and so is their yield. 
But as the yield rises on other Government securities, on cor- 
porate bonds and other forms of investment, the savings bonds 
look less attractive. And sales of the H bond favored by the 
larger investors have declined. 

MANY BANKERS ARE NOW LOOKING FOR TIGHTER 
‘money conditions and a further rise in most interest rates. 
Presumably this could push the yield on bonds still higher and 
bring it closer to the return on investment in common stocks.

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Ozark Rivers Hurt 
By Raids on Forests

Tou history of our Ozark streams, which are an- 


other of Missouri's great recreational resources, 
follows closely the history of the forests. When 


Z white men first pushed their settlements westward

> sippi, they found that 
4 perhaps two-thirds of 


the land which now 
makes up ‘our state 
was covered with vir- 
gin stands of oak, 
pine and many other 
species. In these for- 
ests, but especially in 
the timbered hills 
which lie south of 
the Missouri river, 
rose many streams. 
Protected against 
sudden flooding and 
siltation by the dense 
woodland cover and 
fed by countless 
springs and small 
tributary creeks, 
these streams flowed 
: crystal clear most of 
the year. On many 
f of them, beavers performed a valuable flood control 
service by building small headwaters dams to help 
* hold the runoff from sudden rains. There was a 
t richness of aquatic life—of plants and plankton, small 
~ crustaceans and minnows—which formed a well-nigh 
; perfect environment for such climax species as bass 
— and channel cat and wall-eyed pike. What the fishing 
': was like no sportsman of today can know unless he 
fishes the uncharted wilderness of northern Canada. 
The first timber harvested in Missouri went to build 


the booming towns and villages. Then millions of 
acres were cleared and most of the trees simply 
* burned where they fell, as land-hungry settlers moved 
; in and made room for their crops of wheat and corn, 
+ as well as pastures for their livestock. 

: Along in the 1890s, nearly half’ of the 30,000,000 
~ acres o: virgin forests was gone, never to return. 
- ~=6©And in the level lands, streams that had once flowed 
steady and clear dwindled to a trickle, except when 
big rains came to send them flooding out over the 
plowland. Even in normal weather the load of silt 
which choked them turned the water to a coffee

UP TO THIS TIME, the streams and rivers of the 
Ozarks were little affected, for the steep hill lands

today only small remnants remain of the original 
5,000,000 acres of this valuable species. | 

As the pine disappeared under the pressure of the 
ringing saws, more and more uses were found for the 
great stands of oak—and especially for the white oak 
which is the most valuable member of this prolific 
family. Prime white oak was reserved for barrel 
staves which the distillers use for curing bourbon 
whisky. But in these years there was also a tremen- 
dous demand for oak railroad ties as the steel pushed 
westward across the country. 

It could be said with a great deal of truth that the 
railroads of America were laid down on ties which 
came from the forests of the Missouri Ozarks. At first 
these were hand hewn with broad-axes, because this 
was cheaper than hauling logs to a mill, but eventually 
most of them were sawed. Nor were the first ties 
treated against rot, as are those of today, so that the 
demand for replacement was almost as great as for 
the original building. Those of us who went into the 
forests in the early years of this century can remem- 
ber the huge rafts of ties sometimes more than a mile 
long which floated the Ozark streams to reach the 
railroad, clearing their way through every obstruction 
in the stream by their sheer weight.

OZARK FORESTRY has always been marked, until 
very recent years, by several very bad practices. The 
© first of these is high grading, by which is meant 
; always taking off the best trees first, so that each 
> successive cutting leaves poorer and poorer trees be- 
; hind. And since these poor trees need just as much 
» in the way of plant nutrients to keep growing, they 
; effectively hold back and starve the healthy young 
— trees trying to come through. A second bad pfactice 
» has been that of immediately trying to farm any land 
* that was logged off. This led to the almost universal 
- practice of burning to check the sprouts and make 
‘ the grass grow; although what actually resulted was 
. destruction of all ground cover, followed by erosion

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Finally came over-grazing, still a curse of much of 
the Ozark country where local people fight hard for 
~ the right to run their stock in the forest, regardless

cut, for millions of acres will begin to grow again.

fire and the hungry mouths of grazing cattle. Yet 
nothing is so short as the memory of man, so that 
we are prone to say, “It was always like this.” Only 
recently, when some of the streams have started to 
Heal. because their headwaters have been protected in 

e national forests for 20 years and they run clear 
and steady and are no longer ravaged by floods, do 
the old men say, “This is the way it was when I was 
a youngster in knee britches.” |

THE OZARK RIVERS have been hurt by the same 
forces which all but destroyed the forests. They have 
become gravel-choked and subject to alterhating pe- 
riods of low wines and sudden vy” Much aquatic 
plant life has disappeared an e fish-carying ga- 
pacity is far below what it should be. 

_ And yet, despite all this, these streams are still 
among the most beautiful on our continent. They still 
flow crystal clear through much of the year and the 
sears of man’s misuse are hidden. There are still 
bass lurking in the runs and wall-eyes in the deep 
holes. They still have an irresistible lure for countless 
anglers—and I am one of them. In an early column 
I'll tell how some of these streams are coming back 
and how they may be best enjoyed by the seeker after

died in 1932, was an intriguing character.
